1. PHILIPPINES 

OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED TUES THAT US BASES NEGOTS WILL RE-OPEN 
MANILA 1 1/16; MARCOS WILL MEET NEGOTIATORS BEFORE TALKS 
RESUME, ACCORDING PRESIDENTIAL PRESS OFFICE. US TEAM WILL 
BE LED BY AMB NEWSOM, OPPOSITE NUMBER WILL BE DEFENSE SEC 
JUAN PONCEDLE (REUTER MANILA). 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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WIDELY REPORTED THAT AT LEAST 44, MOSTLY FON TOURISTS, DIED 
MONDAY IN FIRE FANNED BY TYPHOON KIM WHICH SWEPT HOTEL 
"FILIPINAS" IN MANILA. ONE AMCIT DEAD IN FIRE-KENNETH 
ECCLESTON, RIVERDALE, MARYLAND, SURVEYOR W/DOD, IN PHILS ON 
BUSINESS-AND POSSIBLY ANOTHER. SIXTEEN OTHERS DIED IN 
TYPHOON IN N PHILS; 7,000 FAMILIES HOMELESS IN E PROVINCES; 

2 SMALL FREIGHTERS DRIVEN AGROUND BY STORM; AIR SERVICE 
TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 

HOTEL FIRE REPORTEDLY STARTED IN 5TH FLOOR ROOM WHERE CANDLES 
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LIT DURING POWER BLACKOUT. FIRE SPREAD QUICKLY DUE TO 103- 
127 MPH WINDS; FIGHTING HAMPERED BY LACK PRESSURE AT 
HYDRANTS; 100 HOTEL GUESTS GOT OUT SAFELY, THO SEVERAL
